In connection with your inquiry concerning reciprocity, 
an inconclusive examination of our files indicates that formal 
requests for euthority to establish transmitters in their 
Washington Embassies have been received from Greece, Guatemala, 
India, Israel, Italy, France, Spain, Switzerland, Syria, 
Yugoslavia, Egypt and Korea. = 


The matter has been discussed informally by representatives 
of the British Embassy among others. 


In addition, to our knowledge, the Washington missions of 
Rumania and Hungary have initiated transmissions without requests 
for prior approval, both being requested by formal diplomatic note 
+o cease such illegal transmissions.

we Will endeavor to undertake tne necessary research of files.

As to the effect on American commercial carriers, itis our belief 
that they will object te the amendment on principle but that they cannot 
Sccuniiy domonstrate any great potential loss of revenue and that, therefore, 
senekit to the national interest would far outweigh the detriment to them. 

is is cur belief that few countries would actually install radio 
sicilitiies at their diplomatic missions here due partly to the cxpense invoived 
nicl partly to the fact that the majority of the countries represented do not
